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School Directors' Report 


To the Voters of the Town of West Rutland: 

Your school directors have drawn the following orders on 
the town treasurer for the upkeep of the public schools during 
the past year. 

The expenses of the school department have been more 
during the past year than the years previous, because of con- 
ditions that were beyond our control, namely: 

1. It was necessary to increase the teachers' payroll a 
considerable amount in order to keep our schools supplied with 
efficient teachers. Even at the present payroll our teachers are 
receiving less money than the teachers in the surrounding towns. 

2. There has been a marked advance in the cost of all 
school supplies. We are paying three times as much for certain 
articles this year as we did a year ago. 

3. We have repaired and renovated every school building 
in town so that today all the schools are in a first-class sanitary 
condition. This was absolutely necessary if we were to con- 
tinue holding classes in these buildings. The hill school, espe- 
cially, was in very bad shape, and the time is not far distant 
when the town will be compelled to erect a new building for 
the children that attend this school. We have, however, been 
able to make this building sanitary, and have eliminated the 
northwest wing. This was done by dividing one of the large 
rooms into two small rooms, thereby saving fuel and adding 
to the comfort of the teachers and children. 

At the high school, in the town hall, we are quite cramped 
for room, and we would suggest giving over the entire first floor 
to school purposes and locating the library elsewhere. This 
would eliminate holding classes on the top floor and would help 
the general standard of the school. It would also eliminate heat- 
ing the top floor, which would be a big saving in fuel, and at 
the best it is almost impossible to get this part of the building 
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warm in the very cold weather. Another important saving 
would be the school seats and furniture as well as the walls of the 
building itself. Whenever this floor is used for entertainments 
or dances the school seats have to be piled about the room and as 
a result many have been broken.
